With  the  excep- 
tion of  time  off  for  further  study 
at  Chicago  I  five  terms)  and  at 
Columbia  University  (three  semes- 
ters and  one  summer  ) ,  she  served 
the  Louisiana  State  Normal  Col- 
lege until  August,  1942,  retiring 
after  thirty-seven  years  of  service. 

To  those  who  had  the  good  for- 
tune to  know  Miss  Varnado  per- 
sonally as  either  student  or  friend, 
it  can  be  truthfully  said  that  "She 
was  one  of  the  most  dearly  beloved 
women  who  served  this  institu- 
tion." Quietly  and  with  dignity, 
grace,  and  sympathy,  she  guided 
the  lives  of  the  thousands  of  young 
women  who  were  under  her  care 
and  responsibility. 

Varnado  Hall,  senior  women's 
dormitory,  was  named  in  honor 
of  Dean  Varnado  at  its  comple- 
tion in  1939-40.  And  it  was  from 
this  building  that  she  retired  to 
her  old  family  home  in  Amite  in 
August,  1942,  to  spend  the  re- 
mainder of  her  life  quietly  and 
sweetly  within  the  shadow  of  her 
early  childhood. 

Dean  Varnado  is  dead,  but  her 
spirit  and  the  memory  of  her  work 
will  linger  long  in  the  hearts  of 
those  who  knew  her.  She  was  in- 
deed "A  part  of  the  Heart  of 
Normal." 


Totals  1385 

Latest  figures  from  the  Regi- 
strar's Office  show  that  the  en- 
rollment for  the  spring  semester  is 
1,385.  The  enrollment  figure  for 
this  spring  exceeds  that  of  the 
spring  of  1953,  when  the  total 
released  bv  the  Registrar  was 
1.345. 

For  the  past  several  years,  in- 
cluding the  year  that  practically 
all  colleges  throughout  the  coun- 
try showed  an  average  decrease  of 
approximately  15%  in  their  en- 
rollments, each  semester  enroll- 
ment at  Northwestern  State  College 
has  shown  an  increase  over  that 
of  the  same  semester  of  the  preced- 
ing year. 

An  analysis  of  the  enrollments 
according  to  the  different  schools 
shows  the  School  of  Education  in 
the  lead  with  approximated  46rc 
of  the  student  body  choosing  that 
field.  Other  schools  are  divided 
in  the  following  approximate  per- 
centages: Arts  and  Science,  13%; 
Applied  Arts  and  Science,  17% ; 
and  the  School  of  Nursing.  24*^. 

From  the  standpoint  of  classi- 
fication by  classes,  the  freshman 
class  leads,  being  followed  by  the 
juniors,  seniors,  and  sophomores, 
respectively. 


And  the  Clock  Came 
Back — 16  Years  Later 

We  are  told  many  stories  that 
fit  into  the  category  of  "Believe 
it  or  Not,"  but  here's  one  we 
thought  you  would  be  interested 
in  hearing. 

About  the  year  1937,  Mr.  Sam 
J.  Sibley,  Business  Manager  for 
the  College  from  1920  until  his 
death  on  July  31,  1947,  purchased 
a  large  mantel  clock  that  chimed 
soothingly    every   fifteen   minutes. 

The  clock  did  not  operate  satis- 
factorily and,  after  being  checked 
over  several  times  by  Mr.  T.  M. 
Aldredge,  local  jeweler,  it  was 
sent  to  the  factory  for  repairs. 
The  only  difficulty  involved  in 
returning  it  to  the  maker  was  the 
fact  that  the  clock  was  made  in 
Germany.  However  it  was  shipped 
to  Germany  for  the  necessary  ad- 
justments  and   repairs. 

In  the  meantime,  World  War 
II  broke  out,  and  the  Sibleys  did 
not  expect  to  see  the  clock  again, 
particularly  after  waiting  several 
years. 

During  this  week,  February  19, 
Mrs.  Sibley.  Cashier  at  the  Col- 
lege, received  a  telephone  call 
from  Mr.  Aldredge  stating  the 
clock  had  been  returned  and  was 
in  good  working  order.

Scheduled 

The  Demon  track  team,  GSC 
Champions  for  1953,  have  begun 
training  for  a  nine-meet  schedule 
extended  from  March  20  through 
May  15.  Coach  Ledet,  track  coach, 
will  have  his  squad  augmented  by 
several  candidates  as  soon  as 
spring  football  practice  has  ended. 

With  the  return  of  several  letter- 
men  and  the  addition  of  some 
freshmen  and  transfers,  the  track 
team  will  be  making  a  bid  to  re- 
tain the  championship  of  the  Gulf 
States  Conference,  which  they  won 
last  year  at  the  GSC  meet  in  Rus- 
ton. 

The  scheduled  meets  will  con- 
sist of  four  day-time  events  and 
four  night  contests,  culminating 
in  the  Gulf  States  Conference  meet 
in  Lafayette,  which  is  scheduled 
both  day  and  night. 

The  first  two  meets  will  be  tri- 
angular affairs  at  Hammond  and 
Lake  Charles.  In  Hammond  the 
teams  entered  will  be  Northwest- 
ern, Southwestern,  and  the  host 
team,  Southeastern.  At  Lake 
Charles  the  Demons  will  vie  with 
Louisiana  Tech  and  the  host  team, 
McNeese.    These  meets  are  sched- 


uled for  March  20  and  March  27, 
respectively. 

These  two  events  will  be  fol- 
lowed by  the  Northwestern  Relays 
at  Natchitoches  on  April  3,  and 
the  Southwestern  Relays  at  La- 
fayette on  April  10. 

The  following  three  meets  will 
be  night  affairs  at  Monroe,  Pine- 
ville,  and  Ruston,  scheduled  for 
April  14,  22,  and  29,  in  the  order 
mentioned.  The  Ruston  meet  will 
be  a  four-team  meet,  which  will 
bring  together  track  teams  from 
N.  S.  C,  S.  L.  I.,  Louisiana  Col- 
lege, and  Louisiana  Tech. 

On  Saturday  night,  May  8,  the 
Demons  will  be  host  to  a  triangu- 
lar meet,  with  Southeastern  and 
Louisiana  College  furnishing  the 
opposition.  This  will  be  followed 
by  the  Gulf  States  Conference 
meet  in  Lafayette,  May  15,  at 
which  time  the  champions  of  the 
conference  will  be  determined. 

Coach  Ledet  will  have  a  good 
opportunity  to  determine  the  plac- 
ing of  his  men.  as  well  as  the 
potential  strength  of  his  opposi- 
tion, in  the  eight  meets  scheduled 
before  the  conference  finals  in 
Lafayette.
